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Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on 10/31/2006 raises new issues because the changes 
made to claims 27 and 28 to overcome the 35 USC 112 first paragraph rejection 
requires ensuring the specification supports the newly added claim limitations. The 
newly added "input cursor" to claims 27 and 28 is not seen in the specification. The 
amendment also raises new issues because the changes made to claims 1 and 14 to 
overcome the 35 USC 112 second paragraph rejection requires ensuring the 
specification supports the newly added claim limitations and requires additional analysis 
under 35 USC 1 12 second paragraph. Claim 1 at lines 5-15 does not clearly claim if 
each graphic control device is associated with numeric settings or is associated with a 
single numeric setting. Claim 14 at lines 7-16 do not have the same amendments that 
were made to claim 1 at lines 5-8, thus, the amendment to claim 14 did not address the 
issue of elements in the broader selectively step and elements in the following narrower 
drawing step are not correctly interrelated in the claim as discussed in paragraph 7 of 
the Final Rejection.
